It came 
out of the contest of that year triumphant— 
having elected a Governor, Lieutenant Gover-

the American vou which was cast for Fil- 
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and earnestly desired their defeat. They were 
in favor of establishing freedom in the Terri- 
tories. They believed that those 
lands ought not to be monopolized by rich 
proprietors with the view to their cultivation 
by servile labor, to the detriment of honest in- 
dustrious white men, who follow the scriptu- 
ral injunction of earning their bread by the 
sweat of their brow.

ries. Some of this class voted the American 
ticket because they were not yet prepared to 
give up their old hatred of the sham Democ- 
"racy ; while others of them staid in the Ameri- 
can organization for the sole purpose of playing 
into the hands of the Democracy, by keeping 
out of the Republican ranks those of their old 
political associates who were governed by hou- 
est motives and who were already Republican 
in sentiment. Had the Americans of Illinois 
abandoned their electoral ticket, and voted in

Now -what was the result of that contest ? 
In the face of all these adverse circumstances, 
the Republicané cast nearly five thousand 
more votes than the Douglas Democrats. True, 
by an unfair apportionment, Douglas got the 
Legislature with a minority vote and thus got 
back to the Senate. But in the forum of the pec- 
ple the popular verdict was against him,and for 
Lincoln and Republicanism. Cook County 
alone, under a fair apportionment, based upon 
the census of 1865—which would have given 


At least twenty thousand votes, which were 
cast for Representatives pledged to support 
Douglas, would have been given on the other 
side but for the firm belief entertained by many 
that he had permanently left the slave Democ- 
racy. If the race had to be run over again in 
November next, this statement would be am- 
ply verified; for the delusion under which 
by the subsequent course of Douglas.

Thus he supported the Cuba- 
stealing bill; h voted to invest the President 
with the power of a Dictator, to make war 
without the cotisent of Congress; he aided the 
Slave Oligarchy in defeating by Parliamentary 
tactics, the bill giving homesteads to freemen ; 
he supported the Cuba bill at the expense 
of the homestead bill, or, 
words, he preferred giving “niggers to the 
niggeriess” rather than lands to the landless” 
—turning our western prairies over to slave 
cultivation, rather than make them the homes 
of poor but ‘industrious American citizens. 

By these and other kindred acts of subser- 
viency pro-slavery Democracy, the conti- 
dence reposed in him in 1858 by some twenty 
thousand voters, has been utterly destroyed. 
He can mever recover it again: The vote 
which he received in Illinois in 1858, although 
mearly five thousand less than that cast for 
the gallant Lincoln, came nedrer a majority 
than he will.ever receive again. Should he 
turn up, as the Charleston nominee for the 
Presidency in 1860, all the votes which he 
received in Illinois in 1858 in consequence of 
the belief that he was 4 changed man, and had 
resolved to abandon a party owned and used 
by the Slave Oligareby to further its ends and

The distance across the 
chasm is eleven hundred feet from one summit 
to the other. Across this, as yon have seen it 
in the papers, Mons. Blondin 
a rope about two inches in diame- 
its utmost tension. This rope is 
se supported by guys reaching out from the 
precipitous banks of the river as to prevent 
any great vibration or action. He has crossed 
this, as you are aware, several times—alone. 
But rivals sprang up. A man advertised that 
he would perform the same remarkable feat at 
Genesee Falls, Rochester, and he did it. This 
was enough, Blondin could not brook a rival 
any more than the heroes of old, and so be an- 
aounced that he would carry a man weighing 
145 pounds across this fearful chasm on his 
Shoulders; and he did it/ The announcement 
of this unheard of performance drew together an 
immense concourse of people from all parts of 
the country, amounting in the aggregate, on 
both sides of the river, to neany if not quite 
twenty thousand. Long before the time named 
‘or the performance to come off, both summits, 
‘or at least half a mile up and down the river, 
were covered with the curious who seemed per- 
f etly willing to endure the crowd and the in- 
tsuse heat in order to witness this perilous and 
al hardy performance. At each end of the 
r pe the grounds were enclosed and seats erect- - 
ed, for an entrance to which, twenty five cents 
was charged, with an additional quarter for a 
seat. There could not have been less than three 
thousand admissions at this price on the Ameri- 
ean side, with perhaps half as many more iuside 
the inelosure on the opposite cliff, thus giving 
a very handsome sum to the intrepid Freneb- 
min. At about half-past four Monsieur ap- 
peared at the place of embareation on the 
the American side, and after a short delay, he 
started for the Canada shore, for the purpose, 
as he stated, of “ bringing his friend over, who 
awaited him in Canada.” During his walk over 
he performed various teats, such as standing op 
his head, turning summersets, laying down, 
hanging by bis hands and feet, and all the re- 
markable feats accomplished by tight-rope 
dancers, and with as much ease and dexterity. 
He reached the opposite side in ten minutes 
from the time of starting, and was received by 
the crowd with immense applause.

It 
was an exciting moment, and many men pres- 
ent—brave, stout-hearted men—turned away, 
unable to look with composure upon the scene 
beforethem. Blondin displayed not the least 
trepidation or excitement. He moved slowly, 
cautiously, but with great firmness. After pro- 
ceeding about one quarter the distance he low- 
ered his burden upon the rope and rested for a 
time, and this he continued to do at intervals, 
until be finally reached the American side.
